npH IS is the biography of a useful book which, 
* 
from today on. will be known as "An Encyclo­ 
pedia of World History.” 
Som ething over 70 years ago a learned and slightly 
ponderous G erm an named 
Karl 
Ploetz published 
something he called an "Auszug aus der alten, m it- 
tleren und neueren Geschichte" for the use of stu­ 
dents and (he serious general reader. 
More than 20 
editions have appeared to date in Germany, where it 
still flourishes unless Dr Ploetz had not some such 
m isfortune as a half-Jewish wife, in which case they 
are all burned. 
It was too useful a book to escape translation, and 
in 1883 an English version by William H. Tilltnghast 
was published in this country. 
Tllllnghast corrected 
the understandably Germanic bias of the work, and 
among other things added sections on the middle and 
far east, which had been omitted from the Ploetz 
work. The new book was then called "An Epitome of 
Ancient, Medieval and Modern History," and ex­ 
hausted 24 printings by 1905. 
In 1915 the title was changed again — the old book 
was used to being refurbished by th a t time 
Then it 
became "A Handbook of Universal History," whicli 
certainly is a bad title. 
But history always is chang­ 
ing, and time always is marching on 
After the World 
war, so-called, Dr Harry Elmer Barnes was com­ 
missioned to revise the work once more, and did so 
with the help of several collaborators. 
The Barnes 
edition, in 1925, was again re-titled; then it was called 
a “M anual of Universal History ” 
This was still not enough, and this time a mere 
revision would not suffice 
W alter L. Langer, of 
Harvard, has been working the last four years to 
rewrite and realign the entire work as well as to bring 
it down to date. 
He has had the advice and active 
assistance of fifteen distinguished scholars and there 
is hardly a line of the original book left standing. 
The backbone of the new "Encyclopedia of World 
History" is still chronology, and the space devoted to 
eacn event is still small, as it must be in any one- 
volume work which tries to embrace all history. 
But 
as a hand./ reference work it is already proving useful 
to this writer, und if Nazi conquest does not remake 
the world in the composite image of Hitler and his 
coterie it probably will continue its service far into 
tile future

Our National Troubles—Their Cause and Their Cure 
(Continued) 
During all this time the free sentim ent of the north was either asleep 
or being corrupted. 
The National governm ent was under the control of 
the slave power and the perpetual study of northern politicians was, how 
to catch the southern 
vote. It is true that a few warning voices were 
raised, but they were 
soon hushed by the roaring of the storm 
(At 
length a crisis came.) 
The Missouri compromise which had been deemed 
as sacred as the Constitution itself, was broken. 
The last barrier was 
removed and all the virgin soil of the American Republic proclaimed to 
be the home of slavery. 
If there did rem ain any free sentim ent yet in 
the nation is it any wonder that it now would sprLng up and m ake at 
least one last effort to redeem the hopes of the fathers? 
But let us look at the question In the church. Just In proportion as 
slavery became popular and Influential in the state, so was it winked at, 
and tolerated In the church. 
If the testim ony against It did rem ain on 
the books, it was only referred to casually and at tim es to suit em er­ 
gencies; the subject became a delicate one to mention during pastoral 
interviews with the Christian M aster and those occasional violations of 
Christian propriety which at first m et with a stern reprim and were 
passed over in silence. 
The voice of the pulpit was hushed /by the sen­ 
sitiveness of the people and the m inister of C hrist was told to confine his 
rem arks to other sins and ignore th a t of slavery for the sake of peace. 
The consequence was th a t the C hristian conscience on the subject was 
entirely obliterated where slavery did exist, and benumbed where it did 
not exist. Is it any wonder th a t such a state of religious sentim ent should 
produce a class of pro-slavery divines so perfect was the revolution th a t 
in the very pulpit where sixty years ago their fathers proclaimed that 
slavery was wrong and ought to be extirpated? Their sons in the gospel 
proclaimed th a t it was right and ought to be perpetuated. 
Is it sup- 
posable th a t God would look upon this apostlery with pleasure and perm it 
it to prosper? 
Reaction for Freedom 
A reaction for freedom took place in the church, th e a n ti-slavery 
conscience was revived and efforts were made to bring the practice up 
to the rule. 
W hat was the consequence? 
Ecclesiastical secessionism 
then began. 
First went a portion of the M ethodist Episcopal Church, 
because forsooth, her highest officer was not perm itted to hold property 
in m an and retain his position. 
Then followed the Baptist, then the 
Presbyterian until almost every denom ination in the land has spilt upon 
the subject. 
W hat was going on in the churches gave warning years ago of what 
would take place In the state whenever the spirit of slavery was checked. 
As long as it could hold the union under its influence there was no 
motive for disunion. 
But when it could do so no longer, w ithout regard 
to the sacred claims of the constitution, it would let the "Union slide.” 
T hat period came one year ago. The sovereign people of these United 
States in the exercise of their suffrage as freemen decided th a t slavery 
should go no further. 
I have nothing to say in reference to the success 
or m isfortune of any political party at th a t time, but I note the fact as 
historical, th a t one year ago, the American people In the exercise of their 
constitutional privileges at the ballot box declared th a t the virgin soil of 
the territories should not be polluted with slavery. Tills decision raised 
the howl of treason from the Potomac to the Rio Grande. 
There came 
back from alm ost every slave state but one simple, sullen answer; we 
will break up the union, we will tear the constitution to pieces and we 
will resist with fire and sword any who dare to prevent us. 
Because they 
carried out their treasonable th reats we now have the rebellion on our 
hands 
Slavery, Basis of Trouble 
Because the eighteen millions of people in the free states claimed 
th at w hat God had made free soil should rem ain so. the eight millions of 
the south are resolved to destroy the temple of liberty which their own 
fathers helped to build and to establish on American soil, w hat the 
world has never yet seen, a governm ent whose corner stone shall be 
slavery. Can any m an of Intelligence look at the facts In the case, trace 
out the history of this Institution for th e last fifty years, and not believe 
th a t hum an slavery Is the chiel and prim al cause of our national trouble? 
Can any C hristian with the love of Christ burning upon the altar of his 
heart, reflect th a t while millions of slaves have been suffering in their 
own lands for more th an half a century, th a t th e churches have turned 
a deaf ear to their cries, th a t the m inistry have been forbidden to speak 
of their wrongs, and not feel th a t the vengeance of God is waking up 
as it did with Egypt of old? Look a t this subject as you may. palliate the 
evil as you please, the fact rem ains unalterable, th a t .slavery lies a t the 
basis of alt our National troubles. 
You may refer to secondary cause* as hastening the present crisis, 
but this proposition can never be shaken while the facts are before us. 
th a t lf we would have had no slavery we would have had no agitation 
of the subject and no cause for disunion. 
Let ua be honest before God 
and the civilized world and not shut our eyes to the truth.

CHANGE IN WAR’S

BRITAIN PLACED 
ORDERS WORTH 
2 BILLION IN 0. S. 


S a m e Amount E x ­ 
pected To Be Spent 
in 2nd Year of War 


Washington. Sept. 3 (A Pt—G reat 
Britain has ordered a $2.OCK),000,000 
bill of goods in the United States 
since she declared war on the third 
reich a year ago today. 
British 
purchasing agents, 
who 
gave 
this 
figure, 
estim ated 
that 
another $2,000,000,000 in orders would 
be forthcoming in the second war 
year ahead. 
The British have bought nearly 
everything from fire hose to air­ 
planes. The list runs into hundreds 
of items, but with the air war re­ 
lentlessly growing more intense, the 
emphasis has been constantly on 
planes. 
About $1,200,000,000 of the 
first year’s contracts were for a ir­ 
craft. 
Probably not more than $500,000,- 
000 of the first year’s have yet been 
filled, however. 
In m any cases new 
factories—a num ber of them paid 
for by the British—had to be built 
before a start could be m ade on the 
orders. 
In some cases item s had 
to

United 
States needs so th at a single factory 
could handle both, and so delay 
ensued. 
Details on just how m any planes 
have been bought or delivered, their 
types, and sim ilar inform ation about 
other purchases are not available.

G atti-Casazza. 
whose 
27-year-old

politan Opera company made the 
American organization one of the 
foremost grand opera companies of 
the world, is dead. 
Discoverer of Caruso, Chaliapin 
and other great singers of the era, 
the 71-year-old impresario died n 
retirem ent Sunday at his ancestral 
home in Ferrara, Italy, where he 
j was buried Monday. Because of his 
d eath -bed request announcem ent of 
his death and burial was withheld 
until after the funeral. 
He was general m anager of the 
M etropolitan from 1908 to 1935. 
M adame Frances Alda, the opera 
singer, received word of the death 
of lier former husband, from whom 
she was divorced in 1928, by cable­
